said Hooper. 

But Mrs. Hooper later bought Greek 
Circle from Mr. Hooper. and Mrs. Hooper 
wanted Hartack. 

Said the expressive young rider: “I'm 
glad I won.” 


Applying the Boot 


“No sportsmen have practiced such 
systematic cruelty to horses for the sake 
of a blue ribbon as is being perpetrated 
today.” began Alice Higgin’s story in the 
January 11] issue of Sports Illustrated. For 
2 pages Miss Higgins raised Ned with the 
American Horse Shows Association and 
the Tennessee Walking Horse Breeders’ 
Association for allowing trainers to abuse 
the walking horse’s fore feet in order to 
make him stride longer with the hind 
legs. 

Said the writer: “Unfortunately for the 
breed. it was discovered that if the horse's 
front feet are sore he will lift them quickly 
from the ground, shift his weight to his 
sound hindquarters and take the much de- 
sired long-striding step. This ‘soreing’ usu- 
ally is done by using chains or tacks inside 
the quarter boot or by applying a burning 


agent to his pastern area, which is cov- 
ered by the boot. . . . The so-called ‘big 
lick’ so coveted for show ring purposes 
is now almost completely the ‘sore lick.’ ” 

The columnist called upon the AHSA 
to write a more severe set of rules forcing 
the walking-horse people to discontinue 
their abuses. If the organization does not 
comply, she said, “a few courageous show 
managers are ready to drop the Walking 
Horse entirely.” 


Outstanding Art Exhibition 


The Virginia Museum of Fine Arts, 
Richmond, is planning an exhibition of 
English, French, and American paintings 
of hunting and racing scenes. Apprexi- 
mately 60 paintings, some borrowed from 
the British Royal Collection and the 
Louvre, will be on exhibit from April 1 to 
May 15. Most of the paintings have never 
before been shown in America. 

The museum explained that, because 


‘of the traditional interest in hunting and 


racing in Virginia, the exhibition was 
timed to coincide with the Deep Run hunt 
races in Richmond. Among the sponsors 
are President Eisenhower, Queen Eliza- 
beth Il, and a British-American commit- 
tee under the chairmanship of Paul Mel- 
lon. 


The First Offer 


On December 23, a day after Pennsy- 
lvania Gov. David Lawrence signed a bill 
authorizing pari-mutuel betting on harness 
races, subject to local option, Philadel- 
phia mayor Richardson Dilworth came up 
with a grand plan to lease the Philadel- 
phia Stadium, site of the annual Army- 
Navy football game, for a harness-racing 
meeting. He thought the municipally 
owned stadium could be adapted for about 
2-million dollars. The mayor would offer 
a long-term lease.

Hillsdale's Tendon 


Los ANGELES. One of Hillsdale’s virtues 


has been durability. Strong-boned and 
magnificently put together, he has been 
remarkably free of the many leg ailments 
that plague most Thoroughbreds. 

The few moments of grief that have be- 
fallen him have been more or less acci- 
dents. as last summer at Hollywood Park. 
when his halter broke while he was being 
done up in his stall, and he lost his bal- 
ance and fell backwards. inflicting a 
couple of rope burns on his stifles. Two 
days later he won the Los Angeles Handi- 
cap. The only other time Hillsdale was 
hurt was several days after the Woodward 
Stakes at Aqueduct. While rooting around 
in his hay, he gashed his nose on a sharp 
object. he gashed a wound that required 
stitches. 

But these were minor things. What may 
be more serious is a bit of leg trouble 
that forced owner C. W. Smith and trainer 
Marty Fallon to scratch Hillsdale out of 
the San Carlos Handicap. which was to 
have been his first start of the Santa 
Anita winter campaign. 

While doing up Hillsdale several days 
before the San Carlos. Fallon noticed a 
slight swelling, about an inch long. on 
the horse’s left fore leg. just above the 


ankle. There was no fever in the puffi- 
ness, and no soreness. The morning before 
the race, Hillsdale breezed perfectly, and 
cooled out well. But when the filling per- 
sisted. Fallon became worried. He treated 
it was a cold water hose and packs. but 
it was still there the next day. and it was 
decided to scratch Hillsdale. 

“Tf it had been any other horse,” Fallon 
said. “we could have run him. But Hills- 
dale gives everything he’s got in a race. 
and if that leg is not perfect, he could do 
himself some real harm. I expect to back 
off on him for 3 or 4 days. and then. 
barring complications. we'll go on with 
his training as before.” 

Big Smitty agreed with his trainer. “It 
is nothing serious.” he said. “Hillsdale 
has never taken a lame step. We scratched 
him just as a precaution. Nine times out 
of 10, it wouldn’t have hurt to run him 
today; we just didn’t want to take that 
tenth chance.” 


:22, :44%, and Pfft! 


With Hillsdale out, *Tomy Lee, making 
his first start against older horses in a 
handicap. was installed a confident 7-10 
favorite to beat 5 rivals in the 7-furlong 
San Carlos. With Grandpa Johnny Long- 
den in the saddle, *Tomy Lee came out 
of the gate on top and had a length lead 
before the others fell into stride. Then 


Longden, instead of taking *Tomy Lee in 
hand, elected to race head-and-head with 
the speed horse Fleet Nasrullah, which 
had moved up to challenge along the rail. 

*Tomy Lee was sent the first quarter 
in :22, and Fleet Nasrullah was leading 
by a head as they hit the half-mile-pole 
in :4424. *Tomy Lee was in command 
again as they raced the 6 furlongs in 1:09. 
At this point, Fleet Nasrullah had had 
enough. and *Tomy Lee was beginning 
to weaken from the killing early pace and 
his load of 127 pounds. 

*Ole Fols moved into the fray, and just 
inside the final furlong pole wrested the 
lead from *Tomy Lee. He seemed headed 
for victory until Clandestine, picking up 
the tiring leaders. drove to the front inside 
the final sixteenth and won by 3 parts 
of a length. His time for the 7 furlongs 
was 1:2144. and it was the second stakes 
victory of the meeting for the son of 
Double Jay—Conniver, which had won the 
Palos Verdes on opening day. 

Six horses started in the San Carlos, 
and 4 of them had the lead at one time 
or another. Finnegan. which finished 
third. and Eddie Schmidt, which came in 
fifth, were the only starters that were 
not on the front end at some stage of the 
race. 

At 112. Clandestine was the lightweight 
of the field. Frank Childs, trainer of 
*Tomy Lee, had said before the race— 
even when Hillsdale was still in—that the 
horse feared most, at the weights, was 
Clandestine. He had never won a stakes 
before coming West; now his record is 
2-for-2 against the best at Santa Anita.

*Frailejon from Bogota 


Under date of January 4. E. R. Dixon 
reported that the leading classic colt of 
the 1959 season in Colombia “is leaving 
Bogota on Tuesday (January 5) to com- 
pete in the races at Hialeah.” If he runs. 
*Frailejon will become the first invader 
to represent Colombian breeding in the 
United States. 


*Frailejon. hailed as un autentico crack 
in Bogota, was foaled March 28. 1956. and 
is by Kesrullah out of Fast Minx. by 
Mieuxce out of Falbazi. by *Blenheim II. 
third dam Faloudeh. by Phalaris. Both 
parents raced in England. where Fast 
Minx won one race. Kesrullah. foaled in 
1949. earned £3.25014 in 3 seasons of 
racing. 

Kesrullah (*Nasrullah—Kess. by Dark 
Legend) made his first stud season in 
Colombia in 1955, and his first crop in- 
cludes, besides *Frailejon. the filly Triana 
(out of the dam of 2 Derby winners). best 
2-year-old of 1958. and Kesal. which de- 
feated *Frailejon by half a length in the 
2.200-meter Gran Derby Colombiano on 
October 11, with Triana a distant third 
in the field of 6. 

As a 2-year-old. *Frailejon won his last 
start of the year. In March of 1959 he 
won the 1.400-meter Cotejo de Potrillos. 
In May he was beaten by Kesal at 1.600 
meters, and on June 1 he finished a poor 
third at the same distance. On September 
13, after recovery from an_ illness. he 
scored an 1]-length victory in the first of 
the triple crown series, the Polla de Po- 
trillos. After his defeat by Kesal in the 
Derby. he met the filly again in the 
Gran Premio Nacional on November 8, 
and defeated her by a nose. Nibelunga. 
the only other runner. was beaten 15 
lengths. Time for the 2,400 meters was 
2:3714. 


All in All, Not Bad 


Miami. On a bitterly cold Sunday morn- 
ing at Hialeah Park the venerable Sunny 
Jim Fitzsimmons sat huddled in son John’s 
automobile. Mr. Fitz hadn't planned on 
coming to the barn, but an appointment 
had been made with 2 newsmen and he 
isn't the kind of man to disappoint anyone. 

It was now time for Fitzsimmons to pose 
for a picture with his stakes-winning filly, 
High Bid. Mr. Fitz stepped out of the 
car. insisted on taking off his overcoat 
(“What would the chamber of commerce 
say if they send out my picture wearing 
this thing?”), and walked over to High 
Bid. He posed patiently for several shots, 
then returned to the car. He had been 
feeling under the weather. 

Five weeks later, near the close of Trop- 
ical’s meeting. Mr. Fitz still was not feel- 
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ing too well. “That asthma is giving me a 
hard time.” he said. 

Once again. High Bid figured in the 
morning activities. The filly had had her 
first breeze of the winter that morning. 
and Mr. Fitz wanted to take a close look 
at her. He ran his hands over her ankles. 
shins and knees. seemed satisfied that all 
was well. 

High Bid. a 4-year-old bay filly by To 
Market—Stepping Stone. by *Princequillo. 
started slowly last year but closed out her 
season with victories in the Alabama. Vine- 
land, and Gallorette. 

“She’s doing all right.” Mr. Fitz said. 
“I imagine we'll get to run in the Black 
Helen (at Hialeah, March 2). We've only 
run 4 horses at Tropical the whole meet- 
ing, not as many as we'd like to. We'll 
have to get busy at Hialeah.” 

Mr. Fitz reviewed 1959 and agreed it 
had been a good year. 

“I guess we had a pretty good year at 
that. lots better than we expected. Last 
year about this time about all I had hopes 
for was The Irishman. And it took quite 
a while with him. He never seemed to 
look like a horse should. His blood must 
have been bad. He come around pretty 
good, finally. Won a couple good ones 
(Sysonby and Idlewild).” 

The Irishman (*Nasrullah—Bold Irish. 
by Fighting Fox) had been assigned 116 
pounds for Hialeah’s $100.000-added 
Widener Handicap on February 20. It 
was 13 pounds less than the top-weighted 
Sword Dancer. 

“They got the right horse on top. that’s 
for sure.” Mr. Fitz said. “The rest of the 
weights seem okay. I think they went a 
little high on my horse. though, Theyre 
always going too high on him. He’s not a 
real top horse. 

“But I guess all us trainers think we got 
the worst of it. We always do. If I can 
get him ready I'll start him in the 
Widener.” 

Returning to his horses’ performances 
last year, Mr. Fitz said he had had to 
depend primarily on his 2-year-olds. 
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“T was lucky. they did all right. Funny 
thing. the worst looking one of the lot 
was Irish Jay. and she wins 4 stakes for 
us. I found out a long time ago that 
racing's no beauty contest.” 

Irish Jay is coming along slowly this 
winter. has not started here. 

“She didn’t come out of her last race too 
good.” Mr. Fitz said. “She’s got arthritis. 
and we're going slow with her. There's 
only one 3-year-old filly race at Hialeah 
anyway.” 

Mr. Fitz has 32 horses in the barn. and 
only 2 of them (High Bid and The Irish- 
man) are 4-year-olds. 

He rates Progressing, winner of the 
Pimlico Futurity, his best 3-year-old. and 
has a strong suspicion that a Hill Prince 
colt named Highland Chief may develop 
into a good one. 

“He hasn't done much yet,” he said. 
“but [| think he'll be all right going a 
distance of ground. Same thing goes for 
my filly, Sarcastic.” 

Mr. Fitz has 18 2-year-olds, all royally 
bred. The crop includes Wheatley Stable’s 
Eastern Princess, by *Nasrullah—Miss 
Disco (full-sister to Bold Ruler); Misty 
Day. by *Nasrullah—Grey Flight (half- 
brother to Misty Morn); Magical Hour. 
by *Princequillo—Irish Witch (half-sister 
to Irish Jay): Ways and Means, by *Am- 
biorix—Stepping Stone (half-sister to 
High Bid and Progressing). 

The 3-year-olds also include Lending 
Hand. a filly by *Turn-to—Tumeric: Fun 
Loving. a filly by Tom Fool—Flitabout; 
and Look See. a filly by Mark-Ye-Well— 
Tiny Request. All are owned by Ogden 
Phipps. 

“They should be able to run.” Mr. Fitz 
said. “but it’s something you never know. 
All you can do is develop what’s in a 
horse. If there’s nothing inside ’em, there's 
not much you can do about it.” 

There are no Nashua offspring among 
the 2-year-olds. 

“I'd sure love to have one.” he mused. 
“but my peaple haven’t bred to him yet. 
I’ve seen 3 Nashuas and they sure were 
handsome animals. Look a lot like him. 

“I've got no complafnts, We ended up 
the year with 5 stakes winners. and they 
win 12 stakes among ’em. I'll settle for 
that most any year.”

On May 23, 1959, Vertex went to the post in what was to be the last start of his racing 
career, the $50,000 Camden Handicap at Garden State. He was coming off a string of four 
straight victories including the $75,000 Grey Lag Handicap under 130 Ibs., and the $100,000 
John B. Campbell and $100,000 Gulfstream Handicaps, wen on successive Saturdays under 
top weight. For the 14%-mile Camden, Vertex was asked to give from 16 to 23 Ibs. to the 
rest of the field. Vertex went to the front immediately and led the entire distance to win 
“cleverly”. Later it was discovered that he had fractured a sesamoid during the running 
of the race, and this injury forced his retirement. It takes a special kind of herse to sprint 
for nine furlongs under 131 pounds ... it takes a special kind of courage to perform this 
feat with a painful injury.

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Track Maintenance

Los ANGELEs. “I’m sure we must be the 
only couple in the world with a_frost- 
warning signal built into our bedroom.” 

The remark was made by Dorothy Quig- 
gle. wife of big. 48-year-old Bill Quiggle. 
the new plant and track supervisor at 
Santa Anita Park. The Quiggles live in a 
house protected by a cluster of trees, near 
the main track’s far turn. Bill works under 
the general direction of assistant manager 
Ray M. Rogers. 

The frost warning, of course, is a part 
of the elaborate facilities designed to pro- 
mote and protect the floral infield, where 
massed flowers must be forced to maturity 
during winter months and then guarded

Just as the season is against the growing 
of flowers, so is it often at loggerheads 
with the maintenance of a racing surface. 
Quiggle accepts this as one of the interest- 
ing challenges of his job. and he is under- 
standably proud of the strides Santa Anita 
has made toward maintaining a safe racing 
strip. one conducive to formful perform- 
ances. in spite of harassment from. the 
elements. 

“Santa Anita. | believe, is the only 
track to operate year in and year out 
during the wettest season-of the area in 
which it is located.” Bill said. “Of course. 
other tracks get rain, maybe a lot of it. 
but they do not have dates each year 
which coincide with the area’s greatest 
rain potential. Because of this. Santa 


ing its racing surfaces than other tracks 
do. We have chilly weather at times, as 
well as moisture. and the cold can be as 
much of a problem as rain. But we have 
a lot of the answers now. enough that 
winter racing poses no real problems any 
more. 

“Another thing. there wasn’t too much 
known about tracks during Santa Anita's 
early years. During bad weather various 
things were tried, and sometimes the re- 
sult was good. The big trouble was that it 
was next to impossible to determine which 
of the things had achieved it. That’s not 
true any more. Now we're shooting with 
a rifle. not a shotgun.” 

Bill went to a file for a thick stack of 
forms. “Here’s the record of the track.” 
he said. “Now we know what makes a good 
racing surface and most of the answers 
about how to achieve it. Sometimes we 
can't do all that is necessary, or that we'd 
like to. but at least we are not working 
hit or miss any more.” 

He was generous with his praise of 
O. A. Matkin. who operates a plant and 
soil laboratory near Los Angeles and has 
been making tests and = studying Santa 
\nita’s track requirements for more than 
a decade. In Bill’s mind, Matkin is “the 
best in the United States.” 

Matkin begun by working with the 
track’s flowers, then became interested in 
the racing surface. He studied the reac- 
tions of horses to various shadings of sur- 
faces. paying a lot of attention to hoof- 
prints. Eventually the present surface was 
achieved. 


Structure 


“We have had a 24-inch cushion for 
5 or 6 years. and we are proud of our 
ability to keep within an eighth of an inch 
of this at all times.” Bill said. “If the 
cushion went much above this. we found, it 
did not provide as good footing for horses 
which sort of leap in their running gait. 
The track would cup out. and the horses 
get sore. 

“Sand which is coarse when it goes on 
a track becomes fine from wear, then the 
fine sand becomes silt. the silt changes to 
clay. and the clay eventually washes away. 
In fact. the clay is so fine you'll lose it. 
even when the track is dry. So we add only 
at the top end—coarse sand—and_ the 
normal breakdown process takes care of 
the remainder. Incidentally. coarse sand 
goes down and fine sand works up when 
a track is in use,

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content is important. A 612 to 7 per cent 
organic content is about as good as you 
can hope for. and we cant quite make 
that. because of the wet season in which 
we operate. We start a meeting with it at 
about 4 per cent. and although we keep 
losing organic material through natural 
processes. we try to wind up a meeting 
with a higher percentage than at the 
start. and we usually succeed because of 
better weather conditions during the last 
weeks. 

“For a good lively track. you have to 
have bacteria. They live on the organic 
material. Their excretia) makes humus 
which. in turn. breaks down into carbon 
dioxide and water. The breakdown is 
faster in warm weather, because of greater 
bacteria action. 

“With its customary wet. chilly weather. 
short days. and high humidity, January 
is usually our worst month. But if we 
get through the first 2 weeks in February 
in good shape. then we've got it made. and 
with what we know now, plus our facilities, 
we will never have any real problems. 

“If the organic material drops to 314 
per cent. we add ground steer manure on 
a Sunday. 35 tons, amounting to a half 
of 1 per cent. Matkin checks the track’s 
content once every 2 weeks—he’s on a 
yearly retainer basis—and oftener. if  re- 
quested.” 

Bill thumbed his 


stack of records. 


“Here’s a report of samplings taken last 
July 7: organic 2.46 per cent, coarse sand 
28.9. fine 41.2, silt 15.9. clay 8.4, ete. It 
was recommended we add one-half of 1 
per cent organic and that the ratio between 
fine and coarse sand be reduced. We like 
to keep 33 to 35 per cent in coarse and 
36 to 38 per cent in fine sand. So we 
added the coarse. which is about the size 
of table salt. 

said Bill, showing his con- 
stant awareness of cost sheets. “$10 a ton. 
The basic track soil comes from dunes 
on the Pacific Ocean beach, some 25 to 
30 miles from the track. It’s wind-blown, 
so the individual particles all are rounded. 
not shary like that worn from granite in 
the mountains of this vicinity. It also has 
lain there long enough to collect sufficient 
organic material to nourish flowers which 
are grown on the dunes. Bill Valenzuela. 
a dirt mover, finds an area where the sand 
is available. Matkin checks it and the 
track. then we proceed to add what is 
needed.” 


“It costs.” 


Training Track Usage 


Bill made a deep bow of appreciation 
toward the horsemen for their co-operation 
during inclement weather in recent years. 
In this. the training track plays an im- 
portant role, too. 

“We used 120.000 yards of fill to get 
our excellent 6-furlong training track. 


with chute, but we still had to have per- 
mission of the horsemen to close the main 
track to all but racing during rainy 
periods. Without that permission, and co- 
operation. the whole idea would have been 
killed at once. Now we can roll and seal 
the track against a rain, so that virtually 
all the moisture which falls, except during 
a racing program. will drain off. 

“Last season. you'll remember. we had 
phenomenal luck. the rains coming chiefly 
after conclusion of Saturday’s racing and 
letting up before it resumed on Tuesday. 
I think we had one sprinkle during racing. 
Actually. we haven't had any slop for the 
last 3. meetings. 

“This closing of the main track is im- 
portant. extremely so. For instance, there'll 
be about 80 horses race on a full day’s 
program. But if the track is open in the 
morning. from 450 to 500 horses will be 
on it. hitting every square inch. 

“Now a 214-inch dry cushion is reduced 
to 154 inches in slop. Each day a wet 
track is used for conditioning horses, an 
eighth of an inch of mud is added, which 
totals almost an inch in a week. Get 4 
inches of mud and you're out of business. 
And don’t forget: it’s been unusually dry 
in recent years. but during one meeting 
back in the late 1930°s we had 29 consecu- 
tive rainy days. That can happen again. 

“Occasionally. when we have the main 
track closed for 4 or 5 days to everything

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but actual racing, a horseman may com- 
plain about the condition of the training 
strip. But he’s short-sighted. The smarter 
ones see, as we do, that the main track 
would be in the same condition as the 
training strip. if it had been kept open 
in the mornings during rain.” 


Each summer all surfaces, including the 
training and pony tracks. are screened 
through 44-inch mesh. Nails and_ half 
shoes are all removed in this manner. If 
a shoe breaks, the permanent magnet on 
the cutting harrow won't pick up the part 
which has no steel in it. Last summer. 
with the added dirt, the main track was 
screened to a depth of 6 inches. Then, for 
2 months it was watered 3 times a week 
to prevent clods forming when the cushion 
was cut in November. 


Washing and Drying 


During a meeting, the mixing harrow is 
on the track each evening directly after 
the last race. Water is added, and then the 
cutting harrow gives the strip the proper 
depth of cushion. The track once would 
get tighter during the day. Quiggle said, 
but new equipment now prevents this. 
\fter the cutting, the mixing harow is 
used again. the gates are set for starter 
Bill Mills. and the gaps are checked. All 
this takes place between about 5 and 11 
p.m. 

The track opens for training at 6 a. m., 
closes 2 hours later for a 30-minute reno- 
vation during which the mixing harrow is 
used again to keep the strip from “getting 
beat up.” After closing at 10 a. m., the 
track gets the same conditioning as the 
night before. with the addition of the 
blade to keep the strip on grade. 

“Everything that touches the — track 
causes at least some soil to work toward 
the inside rail.” Bill said. “The fact the 
rail is goosenecked makes it easy to re- 
distribute that which works too far inside. 
Of course. we also use the mixing harrow 
between each race. 

“If it's rainy, you have to play the 
conditioning by ear, with all fingers cross- 
ed. but even here we've learned a lot about 
what to do and not to do.” 

Two jet-engine driers help tremendously 
during rains. The second was acquired 
this season, after the first had quickly 
proved a huge sucess. Here Quiggle and 
his crew had to prove once more their 
ingenuity at creating new tools, 

“We purchased a surplus J-35 jet 
engine and mounted it on a turntable on 
the back of a 6-wheel-drive surplus Army 
truck. The engine is used on the track 
by driving around slowly and deflecting 
the hot air down on the surface of the 
track. We have a deflector on the dis- 
charge end of the engine approximately 8 
feet long to direct the air toward the 
soil. 

“As an alternate method, we constructed 
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a galvanized iron steel framework hood 
which is attached to the trailer hitch of 
the truck and supported on the rear by 
2 wheels. This hood holds the air down 
close to the soil for its entire length of 
50 feet. It is 12 feet wide. 

“We have found that we can make ap- 
preciable improvement in our one-mile 
track in the matter of 3 or 4 hours. It has 
been our general experience during races. 
when we have over 2 inches of loose soil 
as a cushion, that we can accelerate the 
period of drying by cutting it in approxi- 
mately one-half. This. of course, is depend- 
ent on the drying conditions of the 
weather. 

“Our total cost of purchasing the en- 
gine. mounting it on a truck, hiring a 


technician from a local air base to assist 
in his off-hours, was approximately $7,000. 
We have used diesel oil instead of the 
regular jet engine fuel at a cost of approx- 
imately $25 per hour. 

“We operate at about 40 per cent of the 
engine’s maximum speed, because of the 
difficulty of controling the noise above 
this speed. At idling speed, the manufac- 
turer has stated it will generate 15,000,000 
BTU’s per hour and discharges 25,000 
c.f.m. 

“During the first season of 55 racing 
days. an unusually dry one, the engine was 
operated for some 90 hours, principally at 
night.”

Addenda on Colombia 


I read your piece on Carlos Montoya’s 
visit to your office with interest. Right 
after I got out of the Army in 1958 I went 
to Bogota for the Rockefeller Foundation. 


The first stud farm I saw. and perhaps 
the most successful in Colombia. was 
Potrero Grande. on the edge of the beau- 
tiful cavannah of Bogota. The tields and 
paddocks are walled with stone and adobe 
and the lanes shaded by stately eucalyp- 
tus trees. The pasture is carpet-soft Ki- 
kuyo grass. The farm of Don Aurelio 
Cubillos is operated by Don Jorge Since 
J... a gentleman and connoisseur of horse- 
flesh. also an avid reader of The Blood- 
Horse. 

Le Volean (Tourbillon—Eroica, by Ban- 
star). the country’s leading stallion. is a 
robust brown of vivacious disposition. His 
stablemate is a smooth. mild-mannered 
chestnut son of *Nasrullah out of Kess. by 


Dark Legend. called Kesrullah. At the 
time of my visit his get had not reached 
starting age. 

Daughters of Hunter’s Moon, “My Babu. 
Umidwar. Congreve, King Salmon. Par- 
wiz, Hyperion, and other well known stal- 
lions of Europe and South America make 
up the mare band at Potrero Grande, but 
it was of interest to me that among the 
best producers in the band were a few 
selected native mares, not eligible for the 
stud book. 

Although breeding goes on throughout 
the year. stallions are still mated to about 
20 mares. The foals are classified and 
handled in 2 yearly groups. Colts and 
fillies run together at pasture up to 15- 
18 months of age. Neither the mares nor 
the yearlings were fat, but they were in 
good condition, and growth for age was 
good. Legs were uniformly free of defects 
usually noted amongst foals of highly 
bred mares maintained under supposedly 
optimum conditions in the United States 

Yearlings are halter-broken only. Po- 
trero Grande sells its produce as 2-year- 
olds and they are then broken to saddle 
at the track. The entire crop is sold each 
year, except for the fillies of particular 
families which are kept and raced by the 
farm... . 

As in Mexico City, La Paz, and Bolivia. 
the incidence of clinical iliac thrombosis, 
posterior ataxia in various degrees, seems 
to be high at the race course. Im- 
ported animals seem to be affected 
more frequently than the native. Affected 
animals may still be quite useful if taken 
to lower altitudes and raced. This was 
the only indication of the influence of 
altitudes, 7.000 feet above sea level, that 
was noted.
